“every man and a man for every call-
ing. Every boy should see that he
ig going into a worthy place and
miake himzelf worthy of the place
he occupies. He should ask himselr,

What Is wy life-purpose? What does

regson expeet of me?  What does

consclence expect of me?  What does

God expect of me? He must know

what he is going to do first, for he

can do nothing without a plan.

Civilization will never reach its high-

est type until every man finds his

place. Men of every calling, poets,
philosophers, artists, and musicians,
have all been opposed in their life
work by teachers, parents and guard-
ians. Youths were actunlly punished
for trying to follow out their life
work because their parents wanted
them to be something else.  That was
the day when people believed in cor-
recting children and persaading them
to do right.
